The Aaditor'a Agents in the differtnt sections 
of the state are/considerably knocked out over 
a point Jost discovered by sorni of them In the 
opinion delivereii a day or two a^;o hy the ("ourt 
of Appeals in the tax case of the Chicago, St. 
Loilk and New Orleans Railway Cmnpany 
iHpriaat tha OomaKmwealth, on appeal from the 
Ballard Chrenit Court 

The salt waa to aeoare the aaseaament of 
omitted property for the^ears 1898 to 189a. 

The Appelate Court reversed the lower 
Gofrt^ judgment and dismissed the proceeding, 
hoMiag that the property sought to be assessed, 
wUeh waa the Cairo bridge, was not separable 
for franchise tas pnrpoaes from the other 
property of the Rainnad Company owning and 
operating it. The C'cj.-t also held thatthafUve- 
year statute of limitatiuo a|>plies. 

Hie Court on this point says that Section 4021 
of the Kentoeky Statntes recognises, as does 
the act of 1890, that the right to asaaas omitte J 
property is limiti'ii to tivc years tma the time 
wtien it should be utwea.ted.
